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Dartford—Rev. J. P. T. Ineranam. 


* * * “ And first of Dartford, this being an organized Parish of which 
your Missionary is Rector. This Parish was organized in September, 1850. 
Previous to its organizaticn, there being several communicants, residents 
of the village, services by lay-reading had for some time been regularly held. 
It was upon the formation of the Parish that the undersigned took charge 
of it; and in connection with this, he immediately, by request, began ser- 
vices in villages adjoining. One of these is Berlin; the second Ripon, and 
lately he has taken charge of an organized Parish at the village of ‘“‘ Green 
Lake;” making in all four stations under his charge, and each distant 
about tenmiles. * .* * 

‘Services have been regularly held at Berlin twice a month for eighteen 
months, excepting when prevented, as several times this winter, by roads 
impassable for foot travelling, or by high waters, * * * 

“Shortly after commencing services at Berlin, there being no suitable 
place for our worship in the village, a Church building was immediately 
contemplated and speedily erected by the citizens. This building being of 
rather a unique character, it may be of interest either to those contem- 
plating the erection of country Churches, or our city ecclesiologists, to 
detail its plan and style. It is a simple frame building, of about 25 by 40. 
The exterior is covered by rough inch boards placed vertically, but neither 
matched nor battened. The interior is lined with rough boards placed 
horizontally ; while the space between is filled with saw-dust! With 
comfortable seats, and a neat desk, the building is quite pleasant, and costs 
but about $200. 

‘* Having mentioned the stations at Ripon and Green Lake, it may be 
of interest to say that during eighteen months twenty-four services have 
been held, and sermons preached at Ripon, by the solicitation of friends 
of the Church in that village. Nor have any other regular services ever 
been held there. The number of communicants there is five; one of these 
was confirmed in the village. A fine lot for a Church building has been 
donated here. : 
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“The village of ‘Green Lake’ contains the oldest organized Parish, 
and the only Church building in the county, or within thirty miles. By the 
energetic labours of a few during the Missionary labors of the Rey. G. R. 
Bartlette in this Parish, a small and neat Church-building was erected, 
paid for, and consecrated about two years since. In this Parish there are 
now eleven communicants and one candidate for confirmation. Services 
have been held here by your Missionary as Rector of this Parish also, since 
the beginning of the year, during which time five services and sermons; 
the Holy Communion twice; and one Burial, are the services administered. 
The regular services-by the Rector are two services a month, on Sundays; 
the intervening Sundays, service being conducted by a lay-reader. 

“The villages above enumerated as stations, contain from three to eight 
hundred inhabitants, and like a/J villages in new countries are called ‘ thriv- 
ing, and bid fair with their various water-powers to contain in_a few years 
several thousand inhabitants each. The population of all this kind of 
villages is, and will be for several years, continually changing, and hence 
in part the vacillating character of Missionary reports from such sections ; 
hence the wants of permanent interest in the Church, in forming Parishes, 
in upholding the Missionaries’ hands, or administering to their wants. 
Throughout the whole of a new country, however, both in the village and 
through the farming community in its early history, and until property can 
be acquired, paid for, and profits begin to accumulate, all Missionaries will 
be obliged to contend not only with the changeableness of the population, 
but with the real poverty of its people. And hence, too, their dependence 
for pecuniary aid in building up the Church must be chiefly upon a foreign 
source. 


Fond-du-Lac—Rev. J. Swreet. 


‘Since my last semi-annual Report, this Parish has advanced with greater 
rapidity than at any former period since its existence. This improvement 
is apparent in the zeal and energy of both Vestry and Congregation, in the 
sacrifices they have made, a more regular attendance on public worship, 
and a stronger attachment to the Church rather than any considerable 
increase of numbers. I have continued to hold two services on Sunday, 
always preaching at both, except one Sunday when confined to my house by 
sickness, and one when we could not have the use of the Hall which had 
been rented for service. «* ** .* 

* Our Church building is nearly completed. We commenced using it for 
service the 3d Sunday in Lent. As soon as the weather will permit it will 
be completed, and we hope to have it consecrated in June next. It will be 
a beautiful Church for the cost. In the month of May next we confidently 
expect to procure an organ—cost $700. We have a Sunday-school and 
Library—teachers four—pupils from fifieen to twenty. 

“The First Sunday in Advent I preached on the subject of Missions, and 


a collection was made amounting to $4, which, as no part of it was desig- 
, Ss 
nated, I sent to Bishop Kemper.” 


Geneva—Rerv. W. S. Luptum. 


“There are four Parishes under my charge—viz: ‘ Holy Communion,’ 
Geneva; ‘Holy Communion,’ Bloomfield; ‘Christ Church,’ Delavan and 
‘St. John in the Wilderness,’ Elkhorn, Under present circumstances, 
even if there be no backward movement, I cannot venture to expect rapid 
growth. I have witnessed, however, during the short time that I have 
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occupied this field, a gradual improvement; and, although much has not 
been effected, 1 have every reason to believe that more will follow, 
through the ‘Great Shepherd and Bishop of our souls,’ whose is the Charch, 
and in whose hands is her increase. 

“There is a Church edifice neither in Geneva nor Elkhorn. Eighteen 
hundred dollars were subscribed by the citizens of the former place, and 
seven hundred and eighty-eight dollars by the citizens of the latter town, 
under the auspices of the Rev. John McNamara, but when he removed 
from this quarter, about a year ago, both subscriptions fell to the ground. 
There is a debt of about $80 resting upon Bloomfield, and a debt of about 
$150 resting upon Delavan. Money is scarce now, and hard times prevail, 
but if assistance could be obtained from wealthier Churches in the East, 
the growth of the Church in this county would be increased. Then the 
good people of Geneva and Elkhorn would be enabled to carry out their 
intentions. Two lots in the town of Geneva, facing the public square, are 
at our disposal, provided that we erect a Church worth $2,000. If these lines 
should meet the eyes of those liberal ones who delight in devising and exe- 
cuting liberal things, [ hope they will remember our necessities, for indeed 
we are in necessity. No description that I can give would convey an ade- 
quate impression of the true state of things; but, if they that have means 
to benefit us, could only see for themselves what we experience, they would 
not hesitate to ‘ give gladly of their abundance.’ ”’ 


Manitouwoc—Rev. G. P. Scurerxy. 


** As early as June, 1841, Manitouwoc was visited by the Rev. Richard 
I’. Cadle, for some time one of your most indefatigable Missionaries in the 
far West. From the abstract of reports published in ‘The Spirit of Mis- 
sions,’ July, 1842, it appears that sixty individuals attended Divine Service, 
whenever held in the village. During the subsequent years, besides the 
annual visitations of the Missionary Bishop of the North-west, the place was 
occasionally visited by the Itinerant Missionary of the Diocese, and your 
Missionaries at Green Bay and Sheboygan. On the 20th April, 1848, 
the Rev. Gustaf Unonius took charge of St. James’ Parish, which had been 
organized in this place on the 28th February of the same year. At that 
time there were twenty-one communicants connected with the Parish. Of 
this number eight were Scandinavians. Within the year of his pastoral 
charge, four more were added by emigration, six others were lost by death 
and removed from the parochial limits, leaving the number of communicants 
nineteen. In the fall of 1849, the large body of Scandinavians who had 
connected themselves with the Church, for the most part, removed to a set- 
tlement of that people twelve miles west, where they are statedly supplied 
with the services of the Lutheran (Swedish) Church, by a Norwegian 
preacher. The Parish remained vacant until June 23d, 1851, when your 
present Missionary, (then but recently admitted to Holy Orders at Nasho- 
tah.) entered upon his duties. During the intervening period, the little 
band of Churchmen assembled regularly, sustained the Sunday-school, and 
had lay-reading every Sunday morning; and, in Lent, on every Friday 
evening. These services and the Sunday-school, held in one of the school- 
houses, were well attended. Deeming it necessary to erect a Church 
edifice, with a view to the more reverent worship of Atmicury Gop, and 
for the more convenient accomipodation of the worshippers, subscriptions 
towards that object were cheerfully made by the people, in cash, material 
and work, to the amount of $300. Having thus nobly contributed of their 
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penury, your Missionary was requested by the Vestry (with the approbation 
of the Bishop) to visit the eastern cities during the ensuing summer, and 
secure assistance from their more favoured brethren. Under the blessings 
of the Most Hicu he succeeded in obtaining substantial aid to the amount 
of $1,074, and pledges amonnting to $295, of which $200 yet remain un- 
paid. A plan for a Plank Church in the early pointed style, and to accom- 
modate two hundred and fifty persons, was procured from Richard A. Gilpin, 
Esq., Architect of Philadelphia. A lot 60 by 120 feet, valued at $200, was 
presented in a beautiful location, by Benjamin Jones, Esq. of Chicago. On 
the 24th November last the corner-stone was laid with appropriate cere- 
monies, by our good Bishop, who, on the previous day, in the morning, 
preached, confirmed three persons, and administered the Holy Eucharist to 
nine communicants; and in the evening, preached at a station seven miles 
north. When completed and ready for consecration, (June 15th,) the 
building will be not only an ornament to the village, but, likewise, a beau- 
tiful specimen of Church Architecture, at the reasonable cost of $1,530. 
My people are unable to increase their subscriptions, and until the building 
is paid for, it cannot be consecrated. To effect that desirable end, and pre- 
vent the possibility of a debt upon the Church when it is completed, I shall be 
obliged to renew my personal solicitations. Will not our brethren who 
promised to help Christ’s dear ones, remember these promises? In addi- 
tion to the pecuniary assistance for the building, I have also received from 
some personal friends in Germantown, Pennsylvania, avery neat Communion 
Service, obtained through Mrs. John S. Littell, who also presented mea 
surplice, with scarf and bands. From several ladies of St. Peter’s Parish, 
Philadelphia, our Parish and Sunday-school Libraries received valuable 
donations. The velvet for the Church furniture will be contributed from 
the same source. The bell will be ‘the children’s gift’ from the Sunday- 
schools of the same Parish, with those of one or more Churches in the same 
city. The Font is presented by the S. S. of All Saints, Moyamensing, and 
the Lectern or Reading-desk, by a gentleman in Albany. The desk and 
other books will be furnished by friends in New-York and Boston. Thus 
God blessed and continues to bless the efforts of His unworthy servant, in 
behalf of the dear ones of Christ—the sheep and lambs of His flock in this 
wilderness. I was trained in a school where men strove to live by faith. 
The work we have in hand has all along been a work of jaith; and He 
who heareth the prayers of His faithful ‘two or three,’ will keep us in 
our necessity. The frame of the building, the first Church in the county, 
was raised last week, with much joy to many anxious hearts. The popula- 
tion of this county is principally foreign, and very mnch divided in religious 
sentiment. The Gerinans are Romanists, Rationalists, and Lutherans, 
The Scandinavians are Lutherans (Swedish Church), The Irish are mostly 
Romanists and Presbyterians. ‘The English and Americans constituting not 
one-third of the population, are divided into Episcopalians, Presbyterians, 
Methodists, Universalists and Infidels. ‘ False doctrine, heresy and schism,’ 
have produced their baneful effects upon the minds and in the conduct of 
many who once ‘ professed and called themselves Christians. The Church 
has taken a stand by occupying the ground determinedly, which, we trust, 
though long uncultivated, may be refreshed by the dews of Heavenly grace, 
and yet again produce good frnit. The Presbyterians and Methodists hold 
their meetings in the School-houses, and were comparatively making no 
exertions, until the prospects of the Church appeared to brighten. Then 
commenced a storm which has not yet subsided. Noiselessly, unmoved by 
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the loud clamour of the enemies of Zion, the zealous little band of Church- 
men have kept in ‘the good old paths,’ hoping for help in God’s own good 
time, believing that they would receive a blessing on their work and labour 
of love ; loving their enemies, even though sorely pressed by them, and bear- 
ing in mind the great example set before them in Him, who in the hour of 
awful, unknown anguish, could say—‘ Father, forgive them—they know not 
what they do.’ Many attend our services, Athenian-like, ‘to hear some 
new thing;’ but the treasures, ‘both old and new,’ in many cases are not 
appreciated. On the whole, however, though these trials of our faith occur 
often, and we trust are met with humility, there are many indications of a 
growing interest in the services of the Church. Here, as well as in every 
place whither the Lord leads His weak servant, the Liturgy is compared 
with the word of God, and explained upon every occasion of Divine Service. 
Ignorant prejudice by that means, with the blessing of God, is overcome. 
Fifty dear children attend Sunday-school regularly, some coming from a dis- 
tance. They are under the tuition of ten teachers—the whole schoo! under 
my personal supervision. Until the First Sunday in Lent, the children were 
publicly catechized every alternate Sunday. 1 have.a class of ‘ four young 
Churchmen’ in ‘ Beaven’s Help to Catechizing,’ in which, also, is a class of 
five girls under the tuition of a devotedly pious Churchwoman. The average 
attendance at our Sunday service is eighty persons. The School-houses 
are occupied by the sects in the afternoon. During this solemn season 
(Lent) our Wednesday and Friday evening services have been well attended. 
Two adults, (after a thorough course of preparation according to the rubric,) 
were recently received ‘into the congregation of Christ’s Church,’ by the 
Sacrament of Holy Baptism. Eight persons, here and elsewhere on my 
mission, are preparing for confirmation. Six children have been baptized. 
In this village are thirteen communicants—elsewhere on this mission, 
thirty—making a total of forty-three communicants. In connection with 
his duties in the Parish, your Missionary holds Divine Service in the 
adjacent villages and settlements as follows:—One in two weeks at 
Two Rivers, a thriving village of five hundred inhabitants, seven miles 
north. The first service of the Church, held at this station October 19, 
1851, was attended by fifteen persons. The responses were made by two 
ladies, the only communicants. At our last service one hundred persons 
responded, and united in the chants, led by an excellent choir, with the 
assistance of a melodeon. The Church has many enemies here also. The 
Romanists are now erecting a chapel. The sects, as well as ourselves, 
meet in the School-house. At no very distant period, I hope to see a small 
Church erected upon eligible lots donated for that purpose. 

“‘ Manitouwoc Rapids, two miles and a half from the mouth of the river, 
and having a population of three hundred inhabitants, is visited on the 
alternate Sunday. The like degree of interest is manifested by a good and 
regular attendance. Six communicants reside at and in the vicinity of the 
village. I hope to baptize some children there ere long. The Romanists 
have a small chapel. ; 

« At the ‘ Branch Mills,’ a small settlement ten miles north-west, reside 
five Irish communicants who are visited monthly. ‘There I recently bap- 
tized an infant. The attendance is numerous, and the interest taken in the 
services gratifying. ; 

«Fourteen miles west reside seven Irish communicants. ‘The services 
held monthly in a log-cabin, are also attended by eight Irish communi- 
cants, residing twelve miles further up the river, and by several Norwegians 
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and others in the vicinity. An infant was baptized there recently. A 
donation of five acres of land will be made in the fall for the purposes of a 
Church, Parsonage and Cemetery. 

“Six miles south-west are two Irish communicants. The impassable 
condition of the roads at this season, obliges tne to suspend their monthly 
visits. I have no horse—am too poor to keep one, and am, therefore, 
obliged to perform all these journeys on foot. * * * 

‘« My nearest clerical brother is at Green Bay, four miles north—the next 
at Fond du Lac, sixty miles south-west, and between this place and Milwau- 
kie, ninety miles south, two Parishes are vacant. The Macedonian cry has 
reached me from several quarters in this extensive field, ‘Come over and 
help us.’ Oh! it is hard to refuse when they so earnestly call for the con- 
solations of the gospel; hard to say—I cannot—my time is already fully 
occupied. May the Lord send more labourers into this promising harvest- 
field. I am alone—no, not alone, for 1 know that there is Ons ever by, to 
guide and cheer me in my weary journeys. Fervently do I pray Him—the 
Great SuepuerD—to look graciously upon the sheep and lambs of His 
flock—to send them: faithful Pastors—to defend them, poor and feeble, in 
the assaults of their foes. 

‘‘May He bless His dear little flock in the wilderness, and grant unto 
His weak servant more grace to labour more faithfully.” 


Marquette—Rev. G. Bartuert, 


“Tn point of numbers the communicants remain the same as at my last 
report. The congregation at Marquette has increased. I have been obliged 
to suspend my labors at Kingston, from the 9th of November till the 7th 
of March, on account of not being able to procure a place there for hold- 
ing public worship. ‘The school-house in the village being used by some 
three or four denominations, besides all travelling preachers who come 
along, could not be obtained at any hours when it would be practicable to hold 
service there. Some of our friends at Kingston, finding we could not have 
services there regularly or often, without procuring some other place, have 
rented a hall for us, where we have commenced holding service once on every _ 
Lord’s day. Hereafter I intend officiating once every Sunday at both places. 
Bishop Kemper visited Marquette and Kingston in February. Though we 
are yet but few in numbers, the prospects of the Church are better in both 
places than they have been heretofore. 


Mineral Point—Rry. J, Paewes. 


“Your Missionary took charge of this Church the Ist of June last, but 
received his appointment from the Ist of October. We are laboring under 
some disadvantage, on account of a heavy debt on the parish of something 
like $700, contracted fur building a Church. The building was finished 
when I took charge of the parish, with the exception of seating, and fur- 
nishing off the chancel and vestry room. Since that time we have raised 
money enough to finish it, $544, in the parish. This, besides other neces- 
sary amounts, fully shows that the parishioners are willing to help them- 
selves to the utmost of their abilities. But as I have already said, there is 
a debt on the parish of $700, and the creditors are somewhat clamorous 
for their pay, neither is it at all surprising that they are, since they have 
already waited along time. What we can do for them I do not know. To 
borrow money and mortgage the property as security, should be the last re- 
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sort, for in all probability we should be no more able to pay at the expira- 
tion of the time thannow. The vestry have proposed several times to have 
me go East and beg the amount from our Eastern brethren ; but aside from 
the disagreeable nature of such an undertaking, I am not at all confident of 
success should [ adopt it. 

“< This is certainly an important station, and if we can ever pay off the 
debts so unfortunately contracted, we shall soon be self-supporting ; but the 
“California fever” is almost daily reducing our numbers and strength.” 


Mountford—Rrv, E. Wiiuras.! 


“In preparing his semi-annual report, your Missionary has reason for 
devout thankfulness to the Divine Head of the Church, that he is permitted 
to see some indications of the advancement of its growth in this county, 
where until recently no Episcopal services were ever held, except on the 
occasional visits of our worthy Diocesan. 

“Tn addition to the other stations, a Church was organized at Lancaster, 
(the county seat) on the 15th February last, and by the exertions of a very 
few intelligent Churchmen we hope to see a house of worship erected before 
long. On the 8th of December last, a beautiful lot for the Church was 
given by his Excellency, the Governor of Wisconsin, who, together with 
his wife, has lately united with this Church. 

“The Holy Communion was administered by your Missionary to a sick 
man, who has been deprived of that privilege for five years, during which 
he had often longed for the bread of life. Patience, labor, and much prayer 
is needed to sustain the Church in this country, where the people are hur- 
rying to and fro in search of earthly riches; few, very few, caring for the 
‘pearl of great price.’ ” 


Ashippun—Rerv. M. F. Sorenson. 


“Since the resignation of my predecessor, Rev. G. Unonius, in 1848, my 
labors have mostly been devoted to these two stations, (St. Olof’s Parish, 
Ashippun, and the Scandinavian Parish, Pine Lake,) having been suppor- 
ted partly by the parishes, and partly by aid from a private source through 
the Right Rev. Bishop Kemper. Notwithstanding their numerical strength, 
the people of these stations are as yet too poor to support their minister 
without someaid; and, having come from a Church and State country, it 
takes a long time before the “ free system” will work well amongst them, 
and consequently they do not contribute as liberally towards the suppor 
of the gospel as they ought, and as many of them now perhaps might. 
To their excuse, be it said, however, that they have, since I came here, 
erected a Church building at each station; at Pine-Lake a log build- 
ing, and at St. Olof’s a neat frame building ; towards which latter a benev- 
olent lady of our Church in the East contributed one hundred dollars ; and 
it is to be hoped that hereafter they will do more for their Missionary than 
hitherto. re , 

Since my appointment in October last, I have held Divine service, 
preached and catechised the children on all Sundays and Holy-days, alter- 
nately in both places; and as often as it has been practicable—the stations 
being ten miles apart—I have preached at both stations on the same day. 
The services have generally been well attended. The most time has, 
however, been devoted to St. Olof’s, where I reside, and which is the lar- 
gest settlement, containing sixty-nine families, while there are now only 
twelve families belonging to the parish at Pine Lake. 
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¥ would also report, that since Christmas I have occasionally preached 
at Hartford, a village ten miles north of St. Olof’s, where there are a few 
members of the Church. 

“On the whole I cannot but say that I feel encouraged to labor, and by 
the grace of God I will sow some good seed, hoping that He in his own 
good time will give the increase.” 


Oshkosh—Rev. S. G. CaLuanHan. 


87“ T have labored here all my time since the first of October last, but con- 
template forming another station in connexion with this as soon as it can 
be done.” 


Waukesha—Revy. J. ABERCROMBIE. 


«¢ Since December 7th, the first Sunday after my return from the East, 
the services of the Church have been regularly held every Sunday morning 
and afternoon, with one exception, owing to the excessive uncomfortable- 
ness of the room in which we have been worshipping. We met in the 
morning, but could stay only for a short service. On my return from the 
East, to my great regret, and against my known wish, I found our little 
temporary Church had been sold, the new Church not being yet in a condi- 
tion to be used, I have indeed no small difficulty in keeping together 
anything of a congregation. About one hundred and thirty dollars 
will make the Church fit for service, but where this is to come 
from, I am sure I know not. ‘There is nothing but ‘hard times’ in 
every direction. Indeed none but those living here can have any proper 
idea of our general pecuniary embarrassment. And this, I am sorry to say, 
otherwise also, has operated, and is still so doing, to the no small injury of 
the work in which I have go long and arduously labored. Most unfortu- 
nately, the subscription here for the erection of the Church, in the false 
hope, I suppose, of better times, was not collected, as was understood it 
should be during my last visit East. My collections there in money, being 
understood to be for the purpose of aiding in ‘‘ working off” said subscrip- 
tion. On my return, however, | found that almost nothing had been done 
this way. And in a word, that, as I may say, in the distraction of.the gen- 
eral panic, the Church had been a great loser in several respects. How the 
vestry will relieve themselves from their present embarrassed condition is 
more than I can tell; but as the Church was commenced in faith, and may 
be fitted up so as to be very comfortable for the small sum already men- 
tioned, | hope that yet a way may be opened for the liquidation of debts, and 
for final success.” 


Whitewater—Rev. L. R. Humenrey. 


** At Decatur no parish has yet been formed. On visiting that station I 
found there, and in the immediate vicinity, sixteen communicants of the 
Church, and quite a number of individuals strongly attached to the Church 
service. The Bishop visited this station on the 22d of December last, when 
four persons were confirmed, and seven added to the communion. But on 
account of the indigent circumstances of nearly all the friends of the 
Church at that place, and the general depression of the business of the 
whole country and its vicinity, nothing available could be done towards the 
erection of a suitable place in which to worship, and exceedingly little to- 
wards the support of a Missionary. The Church at Whitewater determined 
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upon having the services of the Church regularly every Sunday, if possible, 
and there was no other place to unite with Decatur which would strengthen 
the station. I continued to travel between Whitewater and Decatur, a dis- 
tance of forty-four miles, and regularly met my appointments, from the 
middle of September to the first of February last, when, in view of all the 
adverse and unpleasant circumstances in the case, with the advice and con- 
sent of my beloved Bishop, I abandoned the latter, and have since confined 
my services to the former. 

“When I first visited Whitewater I found a parish partially organized at 
two periods. At the first by the name of ‘St. Luke’s Church,’ at the se- 
cond by the name of the ‘ Church of the Nativity.’ The parish has now 
been permanently organized, both legally and ecclesiastically, by the name 
of ‘St. Luke’s Church, Whitewater.’ At the said first visitation, I found 
at this place nine communicants. The Bishop visited this parish on. the 
24th of December last, when three persons were confirmed and added to 
the communion, one of whom had been for several years a minister of the 
Methodist denomination. 

“* A few, but devoted, enterprising and generous friends of the ‘ one Cath- 
olic and Apostolic Church,’ with a very little aid from abroad, have ‘suc- 
ceeded in erecting a plain, but neat and commodious Gothic Chnrch edi- 
fice, for the use of this parish, which, by Divine permission, will be conse- 
crated to the service of the Triune God on the 22d of the current month. 

“The lot on which the edifice is erected, was a donation from Mrs. Rose- 
pha A. Trippe, a zealous and generous Church-woman, who has also oth- 
erwise greatly aided in the erection of the building. The lot itself was 
valued at $200. To the Church here this offering alone was a ‘ widow’s 
mite’ indeed. 

** The edifice, when completed, wil] be out of debt, at which we greatly 
rejoice, and through the generosity of George G. Williams, Esq., an active 
and uncompromising friend of the Church, to whose generous offerings and 
assiduous toil and exertions, we are greatly indebted for success, it will be 
furnished with a sufficiently large and very sweet toned organ; and Miss 
Harriet Williams, his senior daughter, who is well qualified for the station, 
has kindly consented to act as organist. 

“The ladies of the parish are very active for its welfare. By their gener- 
ous offerings, through a festival holden for the purpose, they have made 
ample preparations for handsomely carpeting the Church, and furnishing it 
with chairs, lamps, &c., &c., for which they deserve much credit, and have 
the sincere thanks of many grateful hearts, 

* We have now several candidates for baptism and confirmation ; and on 
the whole the future prospects of the parish now seem very flattering, and 
your Missionary hopes and trusts, that by the blessing of God on his most 
humble labors, to be able in his next report to show, to some good extent, 
an increase in its general prosperity. _ 

“Owing to the necessary appropriation of all the funds which the parish 
can at present command, to the erection of the Church edifice, I have not 
been enabled, as yet, to make any of the required collections. As soon as 
possible, we shall do all in our power to aid onward the blessed work of 
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Jowa.

“The Bishop is expected to visit us on the 4th of May, and perform the 
ceremony of laying the corner stone of our new Church edifice, at which 
time there will also be held a convocation of the Clergy of Iowa. This will 
be the third convocation of the few Clergy in Iowa that has been held, Our 
stone for building is upon the ground, and the contract will be let out in 
a week or two at most. It is quite doubtful whether we shall be able to get 
into our new Church until another year, as we desire to avoid debt, and 
have not the means to finish it at once. Every indication in the parish is 
favorable to its growth and prosperity ; and I have no doubt that a few years 
more of nursing care, extended to this station, will permanently establish a 
self-supporting and flourishing congregation. 

“There are other points above me on the river which should receive 
some attention, as important locations, for our Church, and all of which, 
from the nature of the case, must rapidly rise into prominence, from the 
immense tide of emigration now setting into Iowa. They all form natural 
outlets for the vast and rich country extending back, and which is rapidly 
filling up with an industrious and enterprising population. Sixteen miles 
above me is Le Claire, thirty miles above me is Camanche, eight miles further 
up is Lyons, and above that Sabula, towns ranging from four to eight 
hundred souls, and but poorly off for religious services of any description. I 
called the attention of the Bishop to them last week, and have no doubt, if 
Missionaries could be sent to them, that Churches could be built up; and 
could it be done at once, we could, as it were, pre-occupy the ground, a 
thing much to be desired, in efforts to plant the Church here in the West. 
If I can get an opportunity, I intend to visit and explore the places men- 
tioned, with a view to seeing what they offer, as fields inviting. us to their 
cultivation. Two of them, and they the'most promising, might at first be 
united, being only eight miles apart, Camanche and Lyons.” 


Dubuque—Rev. R, D. Brooxe. 


‘‘Qur congregation continues gradually to increase. During the ap- 
proaching summer many from abroad are expected to make their home in 
this place, and [ trust a large addition will thereby be made to our Church, 

“In winter our 8S. 5. generally diminishes, parents being afraid to 
trust their children too much in the cold. 

“¢ We are much in want of funds to purchase a bell, and to build a lec- 
ture-room, but we know not whence to obtain them. Other denominations 
erect their churches in almost every town, but we have a great difficulty in 
building them even in some of the most flourishing. O, that our Church 
would exert herself to the utmost to build the walls of Zion in this mighty 
Mississippi valley, into which such multitudes of our fellow creatures are 
rapidly arriving,”’ 


Liinerant in Des Moines Co.—Rev. J. Barcurtper. 


During the last term T have diligently performed whatever I could to 
advance the cause in which I am engaged. 

‘In the neighborhood in which I live, I have held Divine Service, and 
preached frequently at the particular request of the people. We have a 
very comfortable brick school-house, in which we hold our meetings. Al- 
though there is considerable diversity of religious opinions, yet there is al- 
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ways a general and serious attendance, whenever I preach. This is a com- 
munity of industrious, and in many instances, of wealthy farmers; their 
previous acquaintance withthe Church and its institutions has-not been 
very extensive ; their obvious interest in my. poor performances induces 
the hope that good may be accomplished. 

“ At Danville, I have been enabled, for the most part, to keep up my 
regular services during the winter. The attendance is always good, and 
the attention serious. We hold our services in a school-house, usually oc- 
cupied by the Methodists, and many of them attend with very exemplary 
seriousness. By a little patient continuance in the use of appropriate 
means, no doubt a permanent Church can be established there. I have not 
yet thought it necessary to proceed to any formal organization, though I 
think it will soon be deemed expedient. I purpose to administer the holy 
communion there on Easter Sunday. There are five communicants, such as 
would be deemed intelligent and efficient members in any Church. 

** At New London we have lost, by removal, two families on whom I had 
much depended; still, I think there is ample encouragement to continue our 
services. We have no place of our own for public worship there. But the 
Methodists have kindly offered their church, and invited me to occupy it. 
The church is always well filled, when I preach there. And, although 
I always perform the full and regular service for the day, I have not been 
able to learn that there is any objection to it. They expect it, and many 
take part in it. 

“ At Pleasant Grove I have not been able to keep up regular services, 
on account of the extraordinary severity of the weather during the winter 
and spring, and the almost continually impracticable condition of the roads, 
But there is no falling otf of interest there, and the repeated invitations to 
visit them, when it is out of my power to do so, induce the belief that my 
labors there will not be in vain. We have every occasion to hope and pray 
for more propitious seasons. 

“ Last year there was avery general failure of the crops in consequence 
of the unseasonable and excessive rains. The past winter has been one of 
unparalleled severity, and thus far, this spring, it has been one constant 
scene of violent winds, thunder and Jightning, rain and hail, snow and frost. 
All business is at a stand, and people are becoming discouraged.”

Another Building—Pension List. 


1852— March 1st.—The building lot for 
»Mr. Hubbard’s house lies west of our 
present mission property, having Mr. 
McClatchie’s house intervening between 
it and the new Female School Building. 
The plan for Mr. H’s house was marked 
off on the ground to-day. 
5th.— Among other duties at the Church 


to-day | undertook a revision of the list of 


ow pensioners. The scrutiny resulted 
in the discarding of a few who had be- 
comie better off than formerly, and one or 
two who had been ascertained to be un- 
worthy characters. The allowance of 
some others was reduced, and there were 
several new applicants. It is becoming 
much easier than it was formerly, to get 
at the merits of such cases as these. 
Chi performs this part of his diaconal 
duties quite faithfully, and I am happy 
to add, cheerfully also. Soodong and the 
baptized also afford valuable assistance. 


The Bishop’s Health—Dangerous Attack. 


The Bishop had been suffering a good 
deal yesterday from a severe cold, which 
greatly aggravated all his distressing 
symptoms. ‘To-day also he has been 
quite sick. At about 9 this evening, I 
assisted him up stairs to bischamber and 
left him there, feeling somewhat better 
than I feared would be the case, after 
the transition from a warmer to a colder 
room: changes of temperature affect him 
greatly. 

6th.—Last night, as I was retiring to 


rest, Mr. Nelson came over in great hast® 
for volatile salts, saying that the Bishop 
was in danger of fainting. I hastened 
over to the Bishop’s room and found him 
perfectly calm in mind, but feeling almost 
insensible in his body, and every now and 
then seeming to be just on the verge of 
fainting. Miss Jones was there adminis- 
tering the remedies which he prescribed 
for himself from time to time. Mr. 
Keith had gone to fetch Mr. Lockhart, 
and oh, how long did the time seem while 
he delayed his coming, and we stood 
watching and waiting by the bed-side. 
I left Mr. and Mrs. Nelson, Miss Jones, 
and Mr. Points there, and went off myself 
|to see what was keeping the Doctor so 
long. I met him coming, however, and 
on eatering the Bishop’s room, we tound 
him much in the same state as he had 
been for an hour past. He gave Mr. 
Lockhart a clear, precise, connected ac- 
count of the commencement and progress 
of the attack, and of the treatment he him- 
self had prescribed for himself, concluding 
with, ‘I believe I have now given you 
a full statement of the case.” He had 
indeed; it was more like hearing a page 
read out of a medical journal than Jisten- 
ing to a man whose Jimbs were nearly 
paralyzed at the very time he was speak- 
ing. 

‘The remedies Mr. Lockhart applied 
were stimulants to the feet and legs, 
chiefly, and this treatment was blessed 
to the gradual return of sensation, so that 
before midnight we were all able to retire 
with thanksgiving in our hearts that the 
Lord had been pleased to recover our 
dear Bishop, as from the very confines of 
the grave, and not ‘take away our head 
from us” at this time. 
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Those who remained at his bed-side, 
while Mr. Keith and myself were absent, 
say that the calmuess and peaceful trust 
in God which the Bishop's mind enjoyed 
were truly delightful to observe. It was 
a great relief to him that he had (antici- 
pating the coming on of a serious attack) 
accomplished the making up of all his 


account books, and the recording of a} 


grand balance; but for this, he would 
have been a good deal troubled, and per- 
haps have suffered yet more severely than 
he did. I will not record the several 
messages he sent to the absent, nor the 
directions which.supposing that this might 
prove his death- bed, be gave as to his own 
and the Mission’s affairs. 

Happily for us all he has been spared 
for a season, and a veil may therefore be 
drawn over the sacred confidence of that 
hour. 


I should not have allowed myself to be 
even thus explicit, but for the conviction 
that those at home who are providentially 
charged with the conduct of our affairs, 
ought to be put in possession of the full 
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particulars of a matter which so closely | 


concerns our state and prospects as the 
continuance of the Bishop’s life and health. 
None of us, | trust, will ever be charge- 
able with the indelicacy of parading our 
ownor our fellow laborer’s suffering before 
the publiceye; that what I have now writ- 
ten will not be so considered, I feel confi- 
dent; that it may suggest to our friends at 
home some profitable thoughts in connec- 
tion with the prosecution of our great 
work, I would earnestly hope. The at- 
tack is pronounced to be paralysis of the 
heart, and the greatest care must be ta- 
ken to ward off, if it be possible, a re- 
currence of it. 

Sunday, 7th.—Mr. McClatchie having 
kindly offered to take one service for me 
at the Church, I availed myself of his kind- 
ness and stayed at home—a most rare 


thing with me on Sunday. The Chapel | 


service in the morning, catechising the 
scholars in the afternoon, and the English 
evening service, together with visiting the 
Bishop, (who is extremely enfeebled,) and 
reading with my sick wife, proved occu- 
pation enough. 


Another Candidate for Orders— Commerce 
with the Pacific. 


8th.—Signed Mr.. Points’ testimonials 
as a candidate for Deacon’s Orders. It 
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is the most natural thing in the world 
that a young Christian man, who sees 
what a field spreads out befere us, should 
feel his heart moved to desire the min- 
istry of the gospel among the heathen. 
Oh, that a score of those well-educated 
young men at home, who betake them- 
selves to the counting-house or the bar, 
could get one realizing view of a nation 
without the gospel! Then I feel confi- 
dent there would be no more conferences 
with parents and friends, over the choice 
of a profession or favorable openings for 
business. Their names would soon be 
made known to Standing Committees ; 
then they would be printed on the cover 
of the Spirit of Missions; and then they 
would be transferred into Grebo, er Chi- 
nese, or Japanese, to be remembered by 
future generations of these people as 
belonging to men whose feet were beauti- 
ful upon the mountains, for that they 
brought a great light to the people that 
walked in darkness. 

I could wish that Mr. Points had two 
or three fellow candidates here, from the 
United States I mean. The advantages 
of pursuing the study of Chinese while col- 
lege habits are fresh upon one, and in the 
steady deliberate manner which might be 
pursued during a three years’ candidate- 
ship, are very many. In view of the 
immense difficulty (now jully proved, one 
would think) of finding men whose theo- 
logical education is completed, ready to 
come out to this field, is not a trial of this 
other method of supplying our wants one 
well worth making? 

9ih.— Was enabled to resume Chinese 
studies, my backwardness in which is a 
great grief of mind tome. Heretofore, 
however, there has been no help for it, 
but now the relief afforded by our recent 
reinforcement makes it possible for me 
once again to ‘* give attention to reading.” 

10th.—Wenton board the first vessel 
bearing the Hawaian flag that has yet 
visited this port. She is an American 


built and American owned brigantine, by 


name the “ Reindeer,” of Honolulu, and 
has just come in from a cruise among the 
Ladrone Islands. Her destination we 
understand is California. Every thing 
seems looking towards the establishment 
of intimate commercial relations between 
this portand California. Willour Church 
be prepared to step forward and not hang 
back when the time comes for entering 
Japan ? ' ?

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Preparation for the Ministry—Plans of 
Instruction. 
11th.—Previous to going up to the 
Church I received the Bishop’s instruc- 
tions as to the course to be pursued by 
Soodong in preparation for his first exami- 
nation. I explained this to the aged disci- 
ple, and set him his first lesson, which of 
course must be got and recited all in Chi- 
nese. It is in view of such a duty as 
that which now devolves upon me that I 
feel my backwardness in Chinese ‘‘ book- 
Jearning,” and it is in such circumstances 
that the value of a knowledge of English 
on the part of the learner is most fully 
felt. For instance, Chu kiwng, our other 
candidate for orders, can pursue his 
studies readily with Mr. Nelson. Chi 
does the same with Mr. Keith. Thus is 
every one of our company provided with 
one to train up for future usefulness, as 
we trust, inthe work of the Ministry. 
The Bishop of course himself superin- 
tends Mr. Points’ theological studies. 
13th—Mr. Points and myself went 
over to visit what he and I call ‘our 


school,” at the Old Village, a place about | 


two miles from us to the westward. The 
way it came into our hands was this: 
About a week ago, a young man whom I 
have known for some time, came to pay 
his respects and at the same time to in- 
form me that he had collected a school 
of about twenty-four children, and wanted 
to know, would I take itas mine? That 
is, would I provide for its expenses—it 
being understood that Christian books 
were to be taught, the Sabbath observed, 
and all idolatry avoided. Mr. Points 
happened to be present, and | turned to 
him, asking what he thought of such a 
proposition from a heathen schoolmaster 
to a Christian Missionary. He replied that 
there was nothing else for us buf to accept 
the offer and prosecute the work, at the 
same time offering to bear his shareof the 
expense and oversight. So we have be- 
come partners in this undertaking. 

In such cases I do not make any appli- 
cation to the Bishop for an appropriation 
till the experiment can be considered 
successful—that is, till the school is estab- 
lished ; then I bring it before him as a 
claimant for regular support. In this way 
two day schools have been nourished up, 
and the thing which most stands in 
the way of their being multiplied indefi- 
nitely, is the want of suitable teachers. 
These may the Lord raise up for us! 


\ 
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Miss Jones has been successful in 
getting a little girls’ day school under way; 
it is in the hamlet close by us, and its 
expenses are to be borne for a twelve 
month by an anonymous friend. 

Sunday, 14th.—A large but restless 
congregation at the Church this morning. 
The “Bridgman School,” (to eall it by 
that name,) suffering a littlh—as all 
schools are liable to sufler in some de- 
gree—from passing out of the hands of 
those whose cares had been given to its 
first gathering and early training, This 
transition state once past, and we may 
hope to see it flourish again. I cannot 
cease to feel a somewhat special interest 
in this little school, though it lies beyond 
the strict line of our operations. 

Chi preached at Christ Church in the 
afternoon. The Bishopcame over in the 
evening to the usual service, but was un- 
able toremain. [accompanied him home, 


|and we spent the remainder of the eve- 


ning quietly together, conferring overthe 
great work—the ground already gained, 
and that which yet remained to be pos- 
sessed. 


REPORT OF REV. R. NELSON. 


The last overland mail brought us from the+ 
Missionary Bishop the first quarterly report made 
to him by the Rey. Robert Nelson. It will be 
found to contain an interesting sketch of his im- 
pressions of China, of missionary effort generally, 
and of the plans adopted and in progress at our 
own station; and may thus convey to readers at 
home a more distinct picture of scenes at Shang- 
hai than they have yet had. 

Aprit 15th, 1852. 


Rr. Rev. anp Dear Sir, 
In making up my first quarter’s 


report, the first thing proper to be 
mentioned is the safe arrival of our 
little band on the shores of China 


last Christmas day, and our happiness, 
after so long a voyage, in meeting our 
Christian friends and brethren in the 
Mission. Nor could anything have been 
better calculated to make favorable first 
impressions than the air of cheerfulness, 
happiness and comfort that pervaded all 
that day,—a day long to be remembered 
by us, with thankfulness to God, who had 
brought usin safety to the desired haven 
—and with grateful recollections of the 
hearty welcome we met in your house, and 


from the whole Mission family, as well.as 
for its hallowed associations with the birth 
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of our Saviour Jesus Christ. To my 
wife in particular, who had suffered very 
much during the voyage, it was a very 
great relief and gratification to get into 
such comfortable quarters, and to have 
the company of Mrs. Boone and the other 
ladies of the Mission. And but for the 
presence of the Chinese servants, and the 
strange language used to them and by 
them, we might really have thought our- 
selves in our own uative land. 

Folluwing the custom prevailing here 
—that new-comers should first call upon 
those who have come before, it was one of 
our first duties to call upon the brethren of 
the various other missions ; and accord- 
ingly, under the escortof our own brother 
Syle, we completed the round upon New 
Year’s day—having had many opportu- 
nities as we went about, of seeing much 
that was interesting and deeply affecting 
—and also of learning something of the 
field of our future labors. 

By this time we were ready to begin 
the stuly of the language, in which we 
have had every help given us from that 
time to this, by means of conversation- 
books prepared for our use, Chinese 
teachers and regular instruction. And 
this of course has been, and for some time 
to come must be, our principal employ- 
ment. 

To one just arrived from a Christian 
land, many things met with here are na- 
turally very striking. And while there 
is much in heathenism that is truly shock- 
ing and disgusting, and which gives new 
force to the words of the Apostle con- 
cerning such as ‘ work all uncleanness 
with greediness,” it is equally striking 
to see how much thereis that is cheering 
and hopeful to a Christian here. It is 
cheering to find how entirely accessible 
the people are at all times wherever 
we go; and that they always seem ready 
and willing to hear anything that may be 
said to them. Moreover, to see Christian 
churches standing in the heart of this 
great heathen city, and well attended, and 
many of the attendants listening pa- 
tiently to what they hear,—this, certainly, 
looks hke a ‘* field white already to the 
harvest, a harvest which truly is great.” 
It is interesting to see the operation of 
the various plans pursued by the various 
laborers in this field. Some seeking to 
scatter their efforts over as wide a space 
as possible—as though the success of the 
gospel, and the real spread of it, were 
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measured by the number of different in- 
dividuals who bear the sound of it ;— 
while with the great majority of hearers, 
it cannot amount to much more. For 
once or twice they hear some strange 
things froma strange man, but for the 
most part ‘* understanding neither what 
he says, nor whereof he affirms.” But 
quite another course has been adopted 
here in this Mission, and one far more 
likely, and, with the help of God, to turn 
out something good, to wit: combining 
preaching and teaching the gospel—the 
one proclaiming the glad tidings, and call- 
ing attention to them—the other indoc- 
trinating those who will hear with the 
truths of the gospel. At the School 
Chapel here, and at the Church in tbe 
city, the gospel is regularly preached in 
the hearing of all who will attend; and 
doubtless could the whole number of 
hearers for one year so be counted, 
the number would be found to be very 
arge. And besides this, regular cate- 
chetical instruction is given here at the 
school, and by Mr. Syle at the Church, 
to those who come to him there. And 
the result of this course, so far, is cer- 
tainly encouraging. A very good illus- 
tration of the value of this mode of 
teaching the Chinese may be incident- 
ally drawn from a case related by one 
of the Missionaries here, of a Chinese 
woman in his service, who, although she 
came froman English family which could 
speak no Chinese and therefore could 
not have instructed her, showed more 
knowledge of the gospel than another 
woman who had lived in his own family 
fora twelve month. Being surprised at 
this, he inquired the cause, and found 
that all her instruction had been received 
from a boy who had been at the school 
of this Mission for a while; but being 
found wnapt to learn, had been bound out 
toatrade. This boy had, at a previous 
time, been in the same employ with this 
woman, and for about a month had gone 
regularly over the catechism with her, as 
he had learnt it here ; and that was the 
secret of her acquaintance with the truth 
of the gospel. What strong testimony 
is this in favor of the palpable, tangi- 
ble, up and down, line upon line teaching 
of the catechism, according to the plan of 
our Church! 

Another department of the Mission, 
and of growing interest, is the Girls’ 
School, under the charge of Miss Jones. 
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The building for this school being now 
completed, presents a very attractive ap 
pearance. And there are few more beau- 
tiful sights in this or any other portion of 
the globe, to a Christian’s eye, than this 
nice-looking little flock of heathen girls, 
under the care of their spiritual mother, | 
going to church onSunday. Besides Miss 
Jones’s constant personal charge of the | 
girls, daily religious instruction is also 
given them. And with the blessing of | 
heaven upon it, we may hope for great 
good from this nursery of the Lord. Miss} 
Jones has also another school of girls un- | 
der her direction, some little distance | 
from her own, and to which she daily | 
gives some attention, having the children | 
religiously instructed, and making them | 
attend church regularly. These bright | 
spots in this benighted land are truly | 
cheering, and greatly relieve the painful | 
impression of heathenism as seen in the | 
streets and temples of the city,—in the) 
idolatry and superstition and uncleanness 
of the peeple. | 

Although it is but little that a new-| 
comer can do except Jearn the language 
—yet 1 was happy to be able to relieve 
you and Mr. Syle of the Sunday Night 
Service for the Mission, which duty you 
assigned me on the first Sunday after our 
arrival. For a short time past also I have | 
had a Bible class composed of some of the 
boys who speak English. And since the 
Chinese New Year, Chu-Kiung, now a 
candidate for orders, has been studying 
the Scriptures with me. And my prayer 
is, that this exercise may prove useful to 
us both. 

It was a source of deep regret to us 
that we had to part with Mrs. Boone 
so soon after we came; she being obliged. 
on account of ber health, to leave this 
country for America, the 3d of February. 
And we sincerely sympathize with you 
both that in the state of health in which 
you both were, it was judged best for her 
to leave you. But God will, we earnest- 
ly pray, make up to you both for so long 
and trying a separation. In this prayer, 
no deubt, many hearts unite with us—and 
also in beseeching God's blessing upon 
our work here ; and for yourself that He 
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will give you an increase of health and 
strength for your high and responsible 
post.

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REPORT OF THE REV. CLEVELAND KEITH. 


The first quarterly report of this Missionary, 
which follows, affords another and varied view of 
employment at the station in Shanghai. 


SHaneual, April 13th. 

My Dear Bisnop— 
Since my arrival, on 
Christmas day, I have been principally 
engaged in the study of the local dialect. 
In this department, I have read with you 


/in the class which was formed soon after 


our arrival, the first twelve chapters of 
St. Matthew’s Gospel. I have also read 
the morning service with my teacher, and 
have spent some time in learning phrases 
from him. Early in January I began to 
have evening prayers with the boys in 
English, at half-past six, P. M., and have 
had charge of that service since that time. 
I have read with them about half of the 
Acts of the Apostles, taking a few verses 
at a time, and trying to explain it fully to 
them, the whole exercise oceupying about 
fifteen minutes. I have also for the last 
six weeks, in accordance with your re- 
quest, spent some time in instructing Chi. 


| We began with the Epistle tothe Romans, 


taking Hodge’s Commentary as a guide, 
and have now read together as far as the 
fifth chapter. 

l have also preached for Mr. Nelson 
three times on Sunday evenings, and once 
in Trinity Church for Mr. Hobson. 

Besides these duties, I have endeavour- 
ed to avail myself of every opportunity 
of seeing the customs of the Chinese, 
and especially their religious rites. On 
the 20th of February, (being the Chinese 
New Year,) I went with Mr. Points to 
see the religious services of the day. 
We left here about three o’clock in the 
morning, and went first to the temple of 
the god of the city. After waiting a 
short time we learned that the Mandarins 
were approaching to pay their morning 
worship. Presently several attendants 
came in with kneeling cushions, which 
they arranged on the pavement before 
the shrine. Soon afterwards the officers 
themselves made their appearance, richly 
dressed in furs and satins. The two who 
were highest in authority took their 
places side by side in the first rank, and 
behind them stood six others in ranks of 
three each. As soon as they had taken 
their places, an attendant called out, 
“bow down,” and at the sound of music 
they all knelt upon the cushions. The 
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priest then called on them to «knock | 


head,” and they accordingly bent ‘* with 
their faces to the earth’ three times and 
arose. Again the same order was 
given, and they kuelt and prostrated them- 
selves as before. The attendants now 
gathered up the cushions, and the whole 
train swept out of the temple. The specta- 
tors were very few, and seemed to have 
come merely to admire the rich dresses 
of the Mandarins. 

Very soon other worshippers presented 
themselves, who went through very much 
the same ceremonies, except that they 
knelt three times instead of twice, and 
also offered candles and incense to be 
burned at the altar while they knelt. 
Some of these later devotees seemed 
really devout, which was not at all the 
case with the officers. 

We soon left this temple and visited 
in succession the principal remaining ones 
in the city. We saw nothing worthy of 
notice, however, until we reached a Bud- 
dist temple, which had been newly fitted 
up in their best style. As you enter the 
temple, on either side are nine colossal 
statues of attendant cops in a standing 
posture; atthe head of the room is a 
platform of solid granite masonry, and on 
it sits the chief god with one standing on 
each side; over his head is a rich gilded 
canopy. All of these idolsare new, and 
richly gilt and carved, but in a back room 
are the old images, thrown by to make 
room for their successors, and put out of 
sight in a very forlorn and dirty condition 
The incense was peculiarly fragrant, and 
the whole establishment seemed in better 
plight than any other which we saw. 

There were no worshippers at all here, 
but six priests, or rather five men and a 
boy, were engaged inchanting their litany. 
They stood in two rows before the chief 
idol, and repeated over and over the words 
“ Ta O-me-ta Veh,” (Great Ometa Bud- 
da.) Once in about ten minutes they 
would change their position and make a 
circuit of the templein procession. On re- 
turning to their places, however, they still 
continued the same “vain repetition,” 
reminding us of the prophets ef Baal on 
Mount Carmel. We waited half an hour 
or more for some change in the proceed- 
ings, but except the processions and an 
occasional beat upon a druin, they kept 
up the same monotonous chant without 
ceasing. 
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From thence we returned home, and 
reached our quiet abode just as the sun 
was rising. So may the Sun of Righte- 
ousness soon arise on the darkness of this 
people! 

March 26th.—On this day Mr. Points 
and myself went to witness the sacrifice, 
which is annually made to Confucius. 
Wearrived at the temple a little before 
5 A. M., and found some of the Manda- 
rins in an ante-chamber smoking their 
pipes very composedly. It was some 
time befure the missing dignitaries arrived, 
and the others were so far impatient as 
to get themselves ready before their com- 
rades arrived, by putting on their state 
caps and capes. These being civil deco- 
rations, are worn in the worship of the 
state god, Confucius. About half-past 
five every thing was in readiness, and the 
procession moved into the court of the 
temple. (This temple is remarkable for 
having no zmage.) Here the officers 
arranged themselves in arow, and kneel- 
ing, madeg three prostrations towards 
the tablet to Confucius. The offi- 
ciating priest then called out ‘“ choose 
one,” and they accordingly chose one of 
their number, who ascended the steps 
and entered the temple; we followed, and 
saw on the right side of the altar an ox 
flayed and placed on a bench, and on the 
other side a sheep and a hog placed 
in the same way; these were offer- 
ings to Confucius. On the sides of the 
room were tablets to the four most hon- 
oured disciples of Confucius, and before 
these, on the right side, a kid was laid, 
and on the left, a pig. Thechosen Man- 
darin made three kneelings and nine pros- 
trations before the great tablet to Confu- 
cius at the head of the room, and before 
each of the side tablets to his disciples. 
They thus gave them one more kneeling, 
with its three bows, than they had given 
on New Year’s day to their cop. After 
this the man knelt before the Emperor’s 
edict, allowing the service to be performed 
while an attendant read it aloud, andthen 
paid the same worship to that. During 
the ceremony another Mandarin, appar- 
ently the youngest of the body, was called 
up, and went through a part of the same 
ceremonies. After the bowings were 
over the officer returned to his fellows, 
and the whole company again knelt, 
bowed three times, and retired. 

In this service the animals are not 
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burned at all, or any special reference 
made to them in anything that is done, 
at least so far as we couldlearn. The 
whole thing is a mystery to the Chinese 
themselves, and does not seem to admit 
of any satisfactory explanation, except 
upon the supposition that while the fra- 
dition concerning animal sacrifices has 
been lost, the custom founded upon it re- 
mans.

AN arrival from the west coast of Africa last 
month, after a long interval, brings a series of 
communications from our Missionaries from Oc. 
tober to April. A portion of them will be found 
below: 


EXTRACT FROM THE JOURNAL OF REV. J. 
RAMBO, ROCKTOWN, NEAR CAPE PALMAS. 


Funeral of a Beneficiary of the High 
School. 


Nov. 26th.—Whilst at family prayers 
this morning, a messenger arrived from 
Mount Vaughan, with a note requesting 
me to go and officiate at the funeral of 
one of the youths belonging to the High 
School. 
who arrived at Cape Palmas less than 
three years ago. This young man was 
a member of the Presbyterian Church 
before leaving America, but there being 
no congregation of that denomination here, 
he counected himself with our Church 
soon after his arrival. When the High 
School was commenced two years since, 
he became one of its beneficiaries. Dur- 
ing a few months past his health has 
been declining. He isthe second of the 
six scholars first taken into the High 
Scheol, who has died within a few 
months. The funeral was attended by 
a nuinber of children and youths besides 
those belonging to the schools at Mount 
Vaughan. An address was made to them 
on this solemn occasion—and all were 
urged to be also ready—but alas! death is 
so common, and funerals so frequent, 
that neither the calis of Providence 
nor the voice of the living preacher, 
seems to make muchimpression upon the 
community at large, nor individuals com- 
posing it. 


His name was James Burton, | 
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The end of the deceased youth was 
peace. He tried in health to prepare for 
death; and as it advanced, he seemed 
aware of the fact, and spent much time 
in prayer and reading the Scriptures. 


A Meeting in favour of Refugees—Fish- 
town. 

Nov. 29th.—As I was this (Saturday) 
afternoon making my usual calls in the 
larger of the villages, I noticed a num- 
ber of strangers whom I learned to be 
from Half Garraway—a village there 
having been recently burnt by their ene- 
mies in war—and the inhabitants having 
sought shelter and safety among these 
people. 

A meeting was held this afternoon 
under the shade of a large tree, the ob- 
ject of which was to hear the statements 
of a Committee of the Refugees, who 
begged the hospitalities of the Fishtown 
people tillthey could rebuild their ruined 
village. Quite a number attended—the 
statements were heard, and the petition 
was granted. 

Visits from Old Men—a Leper. 

Dec. 1.—Have had to-day, as usual, 
quite a number of visits at the (Fishtown) 
Mission House from old men, who, as 
they always say, came to ‘look my face.” 
Their friendship is apparently very strong 
when tobacco, cloth, é&c., can be pro- 
cured. Some, however, seemed princi- 
pled above begging. 

One of these old men is a leper, and is 
one of the most pitiable objects in this 
place. The disease seems to be at work 
in every part of his system, so that he is 
dying by inches. He has lest some of 
his toes by it, and perhaps some of his 
fingers. He still walks about, but it is 
with great difficulty he does so. Life is 
evidently a great burden, and death must 
soon end his sufferings in this world. 
But I fear he is not likely to make any 
preparation for a better, though he is 
often addressed on that subject. 

Leprosy is very common here, and 
though it does not in all respects answer 
the description of that given by Moses, 
yet it is doubtless hereditary and incura- 
ble, and is a most loathsome disease. 


Baptism and Funeral of an Infant. 


Dec. 2d.—Baptized the infant daughter 
of R. H. Gibson, Fishtown, who is very 
ill. 
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Dec. 3d-—-The child yesterday bap- 
tized, died this morning, and this evening, 
at five o'clock, I consigned it to the silent 
grave. 

Ecamination of Mission Schools. 

Dec. 17th.—Attended the examination 


of the Fishtown and Rocktown schools, | 


at the latter place. The scholars had ad- 
vanced pretty well during the last half 
ear. 


Dec. 19th.—Attended the examination | 


of the male school at Cavalla, (no exami- 
nation of the female school, owing to 
the protracted sickness of the principal 
teacher.) 

The scholars examined acquitted them- 
selves well; much care and pains had 
been bestowed upon the scholars. Two 
or three of the most advanced scholars 
from Rocktown were examined. Their 
improvement was very evident. 

Dec. 23d.—Attended the examination 
of the female school at Mount Vaughan. 
The scholars had generally attended ir- 
regularly, and it is difficult in such cases 
for their teacher to do for them what she 
desires to do. 


Services for Christmas-day. 


Dec. 25th.— Assisted in the services to- | 
day at St. Mark’s Church, Cape Palmas. | 


This being the time and place appointed 
for the annual sermon before the Mission 


—it was preached by Rev. Mr. Hening, | 


from Luke 2: 7. It was a well-timed 
discourse, appropriate to the day and 
the occasion. 


We were cheered by the presence at | 


the Church of five Missionaries for the 
Gaboon, three of whom have laboured 
there before. They arrived two days 
ago in the vessel (now in harbour) which 
is to convey them to their destined field 
of labour. 

Another Arrival. 


Jan. 3d.—Another American vessel 
anchored at Cape Palmas this evening, 
bringing letters, papers, &c,, for our Mis- 
sion, as did the one which arrived ten 
days ago. Such an arrival is always 
hailed by us all with delight. Recent 
news, and the greeting of distant friends, 
are always highly acceptable to us. ‘As 
cold water to a thirsty soul, so is good 
news from a far country.”’—Prov. 25 : 25, 


Services at Fishtown. 


Sunday, Jan. 18th.—This being the 
farm-cutting season, but few people are 
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in the villages through the day. The 
congregation to-day was quite small, ow- 
ing to that fact. All in town, bowever, 
do not attend Church, or we should 
always have more hearers than we ever 
get. The heathen are ‘dead in tres- 
passes and sin,” and of course do not like 
to be told of their wickedness ; and, there- 
fore, many never come near the house of 
God. They can only be reached by going 
to them, and conversing with them con- 
cerning these things, in their own houses. 

Lectured in the Mission-house in the 
evening to the usual congregation. 

Jan. 19th.—Preached to a few people 


/in one of the villages. 


Daily Duties—Cavalla. 
Jan. 2\st—TI arrived here to-day to 


| spend a few weeks in aiding my brother 


in one or two departments of his various 
labours. 

Jan. 22d.—Preached in two villages 
—Dodo Lu and Oraoh Ideda. The con- 


gregations necessarily small at this sea- 


|son of the year. 


Jan. 23d.—Went three miles bush- 
ward and preached to about thirty people 
at Di-ima-Lu. There are two villages, 
containing in all about 500 inhabitants, 
who are part of the Cavalla people. 

Sunday, 25th.—Preached to twenty 
persons at Nyaro in the morning—after- 
noon, assisted in the Sunday-school. 
Preached in the School-house at night 
to the usual congregation. 

Jan. 27th.—Went and preached in 
Koblake, at the mouth of the Cavalla 
River. About thirty persons, nearly all 
adults, attended, and listened quietly. to 
the message delivered to them. 

Jan. 28th.— Went and preached in the 
two villages at Watteke, on the River 
Cavalla. About sixty persons in all came 
to hear the gospel, and were as quiet and 
attentive as could be desired. These 
people, and those two miles distant at the 
mouth of the river, have for many 
months been engaged in war with the 
Barbo people on the opposite side of the 
river. There is some prospect of a de- 
claration of peace between them. 

Jan. 29th.—Lectured in the Mission- 
house at night to the residents of this 
station, 

An Hecursion—Preaching—Intercourse 
with the People. 


Jan. 30th.— Went as far as Rocktown 
on my way to Fishtown. I expect to 
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spend Sunday at the latter place, and to 
preach to the heathen as well as to visit 
and counsel the three families still re- 
siding there. Owing to circumstances, 
beyond the control of the Missionary, it 
has been deemed advisable at present to 
divide the school at Fishtown between 
the school at Rocktown and that at Ca- 
valla. 

Jan. 31st-—Went to Fishtown and 
preached to about twenty-five persons in 
one of the villages. I visited also as 
many of the families as possible, and in- 
vited them to keep the following Sunday, 
and to come to Church. I received many 
fair promises, but shall not expect to meet 
many people at God’s house to-morrow. 
Spent part of the evening in receiving 
visits from, and conversing with, the 
people from the villages. 

Sunday. Feb. 1st—Preached to a small 
congregation in the Chapel at Fishtown. 
They had gone, as I expected they would, 
to their farms. 
the afternoon, and lectured in the evening. 

Feb, 2d.—Received many calls from 
the people, especially the women; and 
preached in a Fishtown village, and one 
of those at Middletown. 

Feb. 3d.--Went and preached to a 
good (colonial) congregation at Mount 
Vaughan. 

Feb. 4th.—Returned to Cavalla after 
paying a few visits to the cottages of 
colonists. 


WOURNAL OF REV. C. COLDEN HOFFMAN, 
CAVALLA, NEAR CAPE PALMAS. 
Discipline—An Interruption. 

October 4th, 1852.—Saturday took my 
usual walk in town. Heard a report of 
some grievous charges against the moral 
character of some of our Mission youths. 
On returning was particularly careful to 
investigate the cases. Found them with 
little or no foundation. While investiga- 
ting these, however, proof was brought 
adverse to the character of another youth, 
who, though he confessed his guilt, I felt 
obliged to suspend for a time from the 
communion. 

Sunday, 5th.—My usual duties with 
the exception of Suanday-school. We 
had the communion instead, after which 
an examination in the Catechism. 

Friday, 10th.—Went this afternoon to 
Nyaro to preach. While waiting for the 
people to assemble, a man came running 
into town uttering some wild exclama- 
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tions. At once every door was 
and nota woman was to be seen. ‘Soon 
a noise of voices and trampling of feet 
were heard in the direction of the town 
gate, and a party of about-tifty men ap- 
proached, making. as they quicklyfwalked, 
yells and fiend-like sounds, brandishing 
jat the same time their cutlasses in the 
jair; after going round the town they 
came to the. house of the headman, and 
seated themselves in front of his door; 
after they had arranged themselves, the 
herald who first announced their approach 
ran about the town giving notice that the 
| doors of the houses could be opened, and 
then appeared, one after another, the 
| women of the headman’s family, and of 
another family, his neighbours, and seated 
themselves near the house, in all about 
twelve. The herald then approached, 
and flourishing his cutlass, warned the 
women against witching the sick child of 
the headman. After this, they were 
allowed to go to their houses—all doors 
were again closed, and the men rising, 
left the town in the same way as they 
jentered it, with fierce cries and yells. 
These men are called the ‘* Kwe” or 
‘‘Devils’’—a class among the people com- 
posed of youths from 20 years to men of 
50. They had been called by the head- 
man of the town to prevent witchcraft 
| being exercised against his child who was 
jill. No woman is allowed to see them 
under penalty of a heavy fine; when they 
come, therefore, every door is shut in 
town. After this party had left, I went to 
our little chapel and preached on the sub- 
ject. of the death of Lazarus. 

Bro. Rambo came down to day to allow 
me go to the Cape to spend Sunday. 

Cape Palmas, Sunday, 12th.—P reach- 
ed in the new church, St. Mark’s, the 
first service which had been held in it. 
The interior, though not completed, was 
sufficiently so to be much more comfort- 
able than the school-house. ‘The church 
was well filled. ‘The communion was 
administered. 

After service rode to Mount Vaughan. 
Heard a Bible class recite, and made an 
address to the boys’ school and also to 
the girls’, Visited a sick communicant 
and preached at night. 

14th.—Preached at a native town, also 
on the 15th, but few persons came to hear 
me. 

16/h.—Lectured as usual this evening, 


closed, 


Thursday, in the School-house. 
Friday, 7th.—This evening we had a 
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wedding. Horatio Gillet was married to 
Emma Clay. The older scholars from 
Rocktown and Fishtown were present— 
the ceremony took place at half-past 6 
o’clock. After it was over, the guests 
partook of a feast prepared at the house 
of one of our youths. Everything was 
conducted with order and propriety. 
Wednesday, 22d.—Rode within half a 
mile of Di-ima Lu intending to preach ; 
found the stream at that place much 
swollen, and sent to the town for a canoe, 
but so small an one was sent that I did 
not think it safe to venture in it; as it was 
too late to send for another I returned. 


An Alarm—The Sabbath—A Dilemma. 

Oct. 2d, 1851, Friday.—Just before | 
breakfast this morning we were alarmed 
by the cry of “fire.” We soon learned 
that a small building in the village, occu- 
pied as akitchen, was in flames. Natives 
and villagers were rushing to the sput, 
and the building was soon pulled to the 
ground and the fire extinguished. Had 
not the morning been very still, so that 
the flames were not carried tothe houses | 
near, the effect would have been disas-| 
trous. It prevented me from going to a 
distant village to preach on that day, as 
my interpreter, P. W. Stimpson, towhom 
it belonged, set about building a new one 
immediately. Freeman Clarkson, one of 
our assistant teachers, however, went with 
me to a village near, where I preached. 

Tuesday, 28(h.—Started this afternoon 
for the Cape, preached on my way up. 
and in the evening at St. Mark’s. The 
weather was wet and the congregation 
small. 

Salurday, Nov. 1.—Had 83 barrels of 
shells brought me this morning to burn 
for lime. Men, women and children 
were to be seen in constant succession 
bringing them on their heads in wicker 
baskets. Hada pleasant walk in town, 
talking to the people and reminding them 
of the coming Sabbath. It is the season 
for house-building, and there might have 
been as many as twenty new houses in 
the course of erection. I cautioned them 
not to break the Sabbath by their work— 
I was glad to find on the morrow that 
work had ceased, except on one house 
near the church; this also the men left 
as we approached for service. 

November 4th.—On going to preach this 
afternoon at Do-Do-Lu, found, to my sur- 
prise that the people had taken six or 
eight perches of rock, which had been 
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quarried for the Church of the Epiphany, 
to build a wall on an exposed side of their 
town. I felt quite sorry that they should 
have done so, and showed it in my man- 
ner; but when I reflected that they were 
threatened with war from their neigh- 
bours, that their safety was ours, and that 
they had allowed us to quarry sixty or 
seventy perches from their town without 
demanding any remuneration, T felt that 
T conld only blame them for not informing 
me. And yet it was far better that they 
should not have asked me, for it would 
have placed me in an unfortunate dilem- 
ma. If I granted their request their 
enemies would have regarded usas hostile; 
if I refused, 1 should have disregarded our 
own safety. 

Saturday, 8th.—In my visit to town this 
afternoon, met with two companies of 
Bushmen, with whom I had interesting 
religious conversation. 


Sunday, 9th.—Sunday-school was held 
to-day in the School-house, as the people 
were dancing in town. 


Preaching to the Heathen—A_ Trial—Daily 
Duties. 


Cavalla, Monday, 10th Nov.—This after- 
noon went to Di-ima-lu. A canoe was 
sent from the town to carry me across the 
stream, half a mile from the town. The 
stream is about 100 feet wide. AsI sat 
on the green turf, men and women passed 
to and fro, wading the stream with heavy 
burdens on their heads, the water reach- 
ing to their necks. Preached to a house 
full of natives on the subject of the ‘ re- 
surrection and judgment.” They seemed 
much interested. When I finished, all 
came forward and shook hands with me. 
It was dark when I reached Cavalla; the 
children had been waiting for me to con- 
duct evening prayers with them, as is my 
daily custom. [tis one of my most pleas- 
ant duties. The exercises begin with 
calling the roll—a hymn in Grebo, a 
short exposition of a portion of a chapter, 
and prayer. 

Tuesday, 11th.— About 1 o'clock started 
on the donkey for Mount Vaughan; 
stopped and preached atGrahway and Half 
Grahway—crossed the lake in a canoe. 
The water being deep and the lake wide, 
I feared our faithful old donkey would 
not have strength to.swim across, so send- 
ing her round by the Cape I walked te 
Mount Vaughan from the landing, and 
preached at night. 
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on my-way to Cape Palmas, made a few 
pastoral visits, and spent the rest of the 
morning at the store doing business ; in 
the afternoon started for Cavalla, stopping 
to preach at two native rooms, so that it 
was late before I reached home. 

Cavalla, Nov. 15th—Such constant 
interruptions from natives this morning, 
that I was obliged to leave my study, and 
retire to my bedroom for quiet. They 
came for various purposes, some ‘to be 
paid, some to get work, some take a walk 
to see me, almost all to beg ; but none to 
learn the way of eternal life. 

Monday, Nov. 17th.—Grieved by find- 
ing one of our school-boys guilty of steal- 
ing ; and adding sin to sin in hiding it 
with lies. He is a professing Christian ; | 
but alas, in this offence shows no repent- | 
ance, ner would he so much as confess his 
sin when proved against him by wit- 
nesses. I had no other resource than to 
dismiss him from the Mission. Had he 
showed penitence, my course wou!d have 
been otherwise, but so sinful a spirit) 
as he maintained, forced me to dismiss 
him. 

Wednesday, Nov. 19th.—Received a 
note froma gentleman in Monrovia stat- 
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ing his inability to procure bricks for the 
Church of the Epiphany; this was a 
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great disappointment, as we soon shall be 
needing them, and the work must be de- 
layed. 

Friday, 2\st.— Went to Koblikah on the 
Cavalla River, to preach. The people 
assembled in the open air. Preached 
about the rich fool whose soul was sud- 
denly required of him. While preach- 
ing, L asked, not expecting areply, “«Why 
this man was a fool?” A native inter- 
rupted, saying, ‘“‘ because he did not care 
for God’s things.’’ Some of the people 
having at one time been connected with 
our Mission, had learned to read ; they 
wished me to give them some reading 
books, which I did. 

Monday, 24th.—Having to preach at 
the Cape to-morrow, I left this afternoon 
and stopped at Grahway, where I preach- 
ed. I found myself so unwell afterwards 
that | was obliged to return to Cavalla. 


| Had a slight fever, but was enabled on 


the following Thursday to resume my 
duties, and lectured at night, as it was 
our Missionary meeting. Heard with 
much regret of the death of one of the 
pupils of the high school. 

Saturday, Nov. 29th.—F elt sufficiently 
well to go to town this afternoon, to see 
the people, and at evening had five scho- 
lars in wy study; they come regularly 
every Saturday evening, for instruction. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Church Missionary Society Annual Meeting. 


Our last number contained a brief notice of 
the Annual Meeting of this great Christian So 
ciety. We have since received a more detailed 
account which is subjoined. The portions pub- 
lished of the Report will he found well worthy 
of perusal : 


EXTRACT FROME THE ANNUAL REPORT. 
Income. 


Tt has pleased God to grant the Church 
Missionary Society a larger income, dur- 
ing the year which has just closed, than 
in any preceding year of its history. To 
the Lord Jehovah, whese is the silver and 
the gold, be all the honour, and praise, 
and glory! This unexampled prosperity 
has come upon the Committee by sur- 
prise; the remittances during the last 
month of the year, when many of the 


Associations send up their annual ac- 


counts, having been larger than there was 
apy reason to expect, which is av increase 
of £6,421 upon the income of last year. 

There has been an increase in every 
principal branch of income, chiefly in 
Benefactions and Legacies, and a de- 
crease only in sundries. 

| Lependitvure. 

The expenditure of the last year has 
fallen below the estimate made at its com- 
mencement. ‘There has been paid from 
home £93,244, which, together with the 
£10,975 raised and expended in the Mis- 
sion, leaves an apparent balance of £14,- 
455. But from this balance there must 
be deducted at least £2,000 to meet the 
bills of exchange from the Missions which 
have not yet been presented. 

After all prudential deductions, how- 
ever, there still remains an available 
balance of at least £12,000, which the

Committee, upon careful) and serious re- 
flection, regard asa special provision from 
the Lord to enable and encourage the 
Society to enter boldly upon some of 
those new fields of labour, which, con- 
currently with this increase, have been 
providentially opened to Missionary en- 
terprise ; more especially by an additional 
supply of men, whether European or 
Native, who will preach ‘* the unsearcha- 
ble riches of Christ.”’ This will indeed 
imply a permanent enlargement of ex- 
penditure; but they confidently hope 
that the same grace which has supplied 
the large income of this year will abound 
even yet more and more in succeeding 
years. 


Conclusion. 


The Committee have thus discharged 
their annual duty of setting forth a brief 
and succinct sketch of the operations of 
the Society during the last year. As 
those operations enlarge, it becomes im- 
possible to compress the solid matter 
which they afford into the space allowed 
at this Meeting. They have been com- 
pelled to leave out many names, both of 
men and places, which have nevertheless 
been identified with the progress of the 
work of God. 

In their concluding remarks, the Com- 
mittee will confine themselves to an ear- 
nest appeal to our Church and Universi- 
ties to supply men for the full occupation 
of the great openings set before the So- 
ciety. 

The Committee believe that the fore- 
going Report will carry conviction to the 
minds of all who have listened to it, that 
the calls for help from the Mission-field 
were never more urgent and inviting— 
that the Lord in His Providence has 
“done great things for us’—-and that if 
we would render again unto Him accord- 
ing to His mercies, we must consecrate 
to His service the best talents and quali- 
fications which He has bestowed upon us. 

The Lord has given to the Society a 
large increase of income at a time when 
no special effort was mude to procure it, 
when even the Committee had not dared 
to anticipate it. This surplus has been 
given to us concurrently with certain 
special openings in the Mission-field. 

In Western Africa, the events at La- 
gos, Abbeokuta, and Ibadan, speak witha 
thrilling voice in the communications just 
read. The same call has also been lately 
heard from the lips of our African brother 
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in Christ, Samuel Crowther. Jn ad- 
dressing a party of members of the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, he said— St. 
Paul saw in a visiona man of Macedonia, 
who prayed him to come over to his as- 
sistance. But it is no vision that you see 
now: "it js a real man of Africa who 
stands before you, and, on bebalf of his 
countrymen, invites you to come over 
into Africa, and help us.” And again, 
another call has just reached the Commit- 
tee from one of the Naval Commanders 
who jeoparded his life at Lagos. He 
writes : 

‘« My object in writing is, to lay before 
you and the Society some of the wonder- 
ful openings now making in the country, 
for the benefit of which you were first 
organized. The work of tbe last two or 
three months have effected more towards 
the suppression of the slave-trade. than 
has ever been dine in the same number 
of years since 1807. The capture of 
Lagos, though effected with a great loss 
of life on both sides, has been the most 
important step made for years. Lagos 
should be well occupied, as a eentral 
station. In the mean time, it might be 
occasionally visited from Badagry and 
Abbeokuta, and thus no time be lost in 
preaching the gospel and ascertaining 
the feelings of the people. I should say, 
that between Abbeokuta and Lagos abun- 
dant work can be found for at least six or 
eight labourers. The capture of Lagos 
has also worked a complete revolution in 
the country, as far as Cape St Paul’s; 
the chiefs of every town on the coast 
having signed tréaties for the suppression 
of the slave-trade, the encouragement of 
legal trade, and the protection of Chris- 
tian Missionaries. Surely it must not be 
said that agents for mercantile houses can 
be found for each of these stations at small 
salaries, and that none can be found to 
make known to their inhabitants the 
heavenly treasure. Ample work might 
now be found for six or eight more upon 
the coast. To effect all this a great 
outlay will be required, each permanent 
station requiring buildings similar to those 
at Badagry. Several new stations ought 
to be occupied without delay—else that 
clanse in the treaty respecting Missiona-= 
ries must seem to the natives to be an 
empty form;—to say nothing of the 
wisdom of being entirely in the field 
while the ‘new palaver,’ for such they 
call it, is recent in their minds. There 
is already a Roman Catholic chapel at 
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Aghevery. I entreat you no longer to 
be behindhand.” 

Palestine also pleads for help. And 
shall the inhabitants of Nazareth, of Sy- 
char, of Bethlehem, and vf Jerusalem, 
plead in vain with those whose hopes for 
time and eternity are associated with those 
venerated names? Let us pay back the 
debt which we owe to the land which 
first sent forth Christiam Missionaries. 

Let India be heard, which testifies 
from every spot, whether in mountain or 
plain, visited by the Missionary, that the 
people are prepared to welcome the glad 
tidings of a real incarnation of the true 
God, giving life to the soul of the believer. 
instead of debasing avatars with which 
they have hitherto been deluded. India, 
at this day, invites the itinerant preacher 
of the gospel. Let the grave of the 
zealous and devoted Weitbrecht stir the 
souls of some to take up the work which 
it was in his heart to accomplish. 

Let one spot, at least, cause its touch- 
ing appeal to be heard. Jubbulpur, in 
Central India, presents its ‘surrounding 
three millions of British subjects, who for 
a quarter of a century have belonged to 


England, bat to whom the Church of 


England has not yet sent a Missionary. 
There is here the entire frame-workof a 
Mission already set up by zealous Chris- 
tian officers and chaplains on the spot— 
alocal Committee to collect funds, schools, 
and dwelling-houses. And this is the 
language in which the zealous chaplain 
has addressed the Society—‘‘ The change 
which has recently taken place in the 
native mind is so remarkable, as to form 
the subject of common discourse amongst 
both natives and Europeans, oamely, that 
the Hindus are fast deserting their idols 
and the worship of them. Both Hindus 
and Mussulmans are willing to listen to 
the Holy Scriptures, and acknowledge 
their excellence. There is an unusual 
demand for Christian books, and many 
pundits are inquiring diligently into these 
things. There is a village four miles 
from Jubbulpur, inhabited largely by 
Brahmins, in which the Holy Scriptures 
and the claims of Jesus are a daily sub- 
ject of dispute and inquiry. Surely God 
intends to do great things here presently ! 
O that Christian men every where would 
lend themselves willingly to the help of 
the Lord! that Eogland would send us 
Missionaries! All that we require is 
men. ‘Time presses, and what you do I 
beseech you to do energetically and 
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quickly. IfI could only see a holy and 
expetienced Missionary settled bere, un- 
der the auspices of our truly evangelical 
Missionary Society, 1 think 1 could die 
content.” 

Especially let the Punjab plead for a 
large accession of Missionaries. Never 
was a Mission commenced with better 
prospects of encouragement; never did 
a country present a nobler field for the 
triumph of the gospel, whether we re- 
gard its ancient celebrity, the mauly cha- 
racter of Sikh population, or the geo- 
graphical position of the country in refe- 
rence to Central Asia and China. Shall 
the civil and military officers of the dis- 
trict combine their efforts to raise the 
funds—shall Presbyterian Missionaries 
offer their Christian and Jarge- hearted in- 
vitations—and shall our church hang 
back? Two Missionaries are already 
upon the field, and they have received 
such an encouraging welcome that their 
hearts beat high with hope. Jn the ful- 
ness of their Christian satisfaction, one of 
them, lately a curate at home, writes— 
‘The Bishop of Lincoln licensed me to 
minister to 300 or 400 of the peasantry 
of that county. The Bishop of Calcutta 
has now licensed me to minister to five 
millions of a noble and intelligent race.’’ 

Let all the Mahommedan races plead. 
The faintest intimation that the Moslem 
begins to inquire into the faith of Jesus is 
enough to awaken the soul of every re- 
flecting man, and of every student of 
prophecy. Yet we have the fact, upon 
the testimony of men of Jong and deep 
experience in Syria, and in the distant 
posts of observation in Caleutta, Jubbul- 
pur, and Agra, that symptoms of a move- 
ment are discernible, such as they dared 
not have looked for but a few years ago. 

On these grounds the Committee found 
their appeal for men who are capable of 
rising to the emergency of the cries in 
many lands—men of faith, men of the 
Bible; men who can ‘endure bardness” 
for Christ's sake; yet willing to become 
the servants of all, and to become ‘all 
things to all men, that they may by all 
means save some.” The Society wants 
men to take the position of Secretaries to 
some of the Missions abroad—men to be 
the associates of Krapf and the successors 
of Weitbrecht—men who will reach forth, 
as Van Cooten did, from the we-tern to 
meet their brethren from the eastern coast 
of Africa—men able to superintend the 
education of the intelligent classes in India. 
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The surplus income of the Society would 
enable the Committee to send out at once 
forty additional Missionaries ; and they 
are prepared to do so, if such a number 
should be called of God to offer them- 
selves for the work. 

But while thus urging their appeal for 
more labourers, the Committee do not 
propose to lower their standard. They 
must still reserve themselves the judg- 
ing of Missionary qualifications. Long 
experience has taught them what are the 
indispensable elements of Missionary suc- 
cess. The Committee cannot surrender 
the principle ou which the Metropolitan 
of India, in his last charge, has bestowed 
this high commendation and sanction— 
‘| beg leave,’’ says the Bishop of Cal- 
cutta, ‘to mark with warm approbation 
their great care in the choice of their 
Missionaries. This is a primary point. 
The Church Missionary candidates are 
first examined as-to their motives, piety, 
and general qualifications, and their free- 
dom from the movement, or other perver- 
sions, . Accordingly, they are gene- 
rally found by the Bishops to be amongst 
the best qualified of all their candidates.” 

The Committee repeat the words utter- 
ed upon this platform at their last Anniver- 
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sary, by one well known among us, but 
now far distant from us—‘If there are 
any to whom God has given health not 
unsuited to a foreign clime, and an early 
training in our best schools and colleges, 
and an attachment to the cause of Mis- 
sions, and it may be more or less of minis- 
terial experience, then on these very ac- 
counts, we must be bold to press the in- 
quiry again upon them, whether their 
place is not among the heathen. Yes, 
and whether, so far fron wasting their 
acquirements by becoming Missionaries, 
they will not be doing a great service to 
the gospel in that distant sphere, than 
they could ever hope to render to it ina 
ministry at home.”” So spoke the Rector 
of St. Anne’s, Blackfriars, and within one 
month he was called by the great Head 
of the Church to go forthas a Missionary 
Bishop. 

With the concluding words of the same 
address the Committee close their report: 
‘God teach us all more truly to yield up 
ourselves, our souls and bodies, our friend- 
ships and relationships, and all that we 
count dear, holding nothing back, how- 
ever loved, if ouly Jesus may be magni- 
fied, and his kingdom advanced!” 


Intelligence. 


From Cape Palmas, West Africa, advices have 
been received to the 9th of April. The members 
of the Mission were enjoying their usual measure 
of health, with the exception of the Rev. Mr 
Hening, who, after having become totally blind, 
was so much enfeebled by repeated attacks of 
illness, as to be constrained to resign. He and 
Mrs. Hening have returned to the United States. 
We deeply lament the causes which have occa- 
sioned us the loss of these faithful and efficient 
Missionaries. 

Letters have been received from Bishop 
Boone, dated Shanghai, China, 15th April, from 
which we learn that he had euffered another and 
very threatening attack of illness. The Journal 
of Mr. Syle refers particularly to it. At the date 
of the letter the Bishop had rallied again, and 
hoped to be able to set out on his journey 
homeward in Angust., 

Mr. Points of Virginia, who joined the Mission 
in December last, as Superintendent of the 
School, had become a candidate for Orders under 
Bishop Boone. 

The receipts of the Foreign Committee for the 

ear ending June 15th, exceeding so much those 
irom ordinary sources of revenue for any previous 
year are very encouraging, not only as affording 
means for more enlarged effort, but as manifesting 
an increasing Missionary spirit in the Church. 

The tabular statement of Parishes published in 
this number shows a very considerable addition 
to the number of contributing Congregations, 
chiefly in those Dioceses which have been visited 
during the year by tbe Secretary and General 
Agent, and by such Foreign Missionaries of the 
Church as have been at home. 


Still, the same table exhibits a very large num- 
ber of Parishes which have not rendered their aid ; 
and although it is true, that many of them are 
feeble, yet we are persuaded that in recommend. 
ing all to give their mites, nothing is urged which 
would not be found conducive to the best interests 
of the smallest Parishes. 

Another thing occurs to us as we note this 
table; and that is, that in many Parishes which 
have been added to our list as contributing, and in 
others which no longer appear as supporters of 
Foreign Missions, we recognise the influence 
of Parish Clergymen. This is natural; and, 
therefore, regarding the active agency of our 
brethren of the Clergy as all important, do we 
venture affectionately and respectfully to ask of 
them to bring that agency to bear in sustaining 
the work which, under God, it is hoped has now 
been firmly established, 

Notwithstanding the increase in our receipts, it 
is still most lamentably true, that viewing the 
numbers and wealth of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this country, we are very far behind 
every other body cf Christians in the land in con- 
tributions for the support of Missions. Indeed, 
we cannot compare favorably with those who are 
poorest in this world’s goods; for an exchange 
paper furnishes us as an item of intelligence, that 
in and about Charleston there are five thousand 
colored Communicants, whose offerings during the 
year past amounted to a sum which would give 
an average to each member of more than three 
dollars. What a different aspect would our an- 
nual statement present, were there anything like 
the same spirit amongst our members!
